No. 13-PG(65)/64. — The Government of India have 
leceived the Administration Report of tho Port of Madras for 
the year 1963-64. The following are the noteworthy features 
in the Report — 

1, Financial Position 

The actual net revenue receipts of the Ports Trust for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 436.63 lakhs as against 
Rs, 430.14 lakhs in the previous year. 

The net expenditure for the year, including debt charges, 
amounted to Rs. 307.41 lakhs as against Rs. 281.40 lakhs 
during the previous year. The increase in expenditure was 
mainly due to Increased payments on account of repayment of 
loan taken by the Port Trust Board from the International 
Bank for the reconstruction and Development and of interest 
on that loan and on the outstanding debt dus to Government. 

During the year under review, the Port Trust contributed 
a sum of Rs. 110 lakhs to its Capital account, Rs. 51.73 lakhs 
to the Renewals and Replacements Fund and Rs. 1 lakh to 
the General Insurance Fund. 

The receipts and expenditure of tho Pilotage Fund 
amounted to Rs. 9.17 lakhs and Rs. 10.22 lakhs respectively. 
The expenditure included a contribution of Rs. 4 lakhs to the 
Revenue Account. 

The balances in the various Reserve Funds at the end of 
the year amounted to Rs. 2.45 crores. Besides there was a 
dosing balance of Rs, 1,96 crores in the Revenue and 
Pilotage Accounts. 
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Outstanding Loans 

(i) The total amount of Government of India loans out- 
standing at the end of the year under review was Rs. 4 76 
crores. 

(ii) A sum of Ks 0.76 crores had been drawn from (he 
International Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
during the year, bringing the total amount of the loan drawn 
upto the 3 1st March 1964 to Rs. 3.94 crores out of a total 
amount of Rs. 6.67 crores agreed to by the Bank as loan. 

2. Traffic 

There was a considerable increase in the volume of trade 
passing through the port during the year. The figures of 
dead-weight tonnage of imports and exports which passed 
through the Port during the year were 2,588,737 and 
1,577,005 respectively. The corresponding figures for the 
previous year were 2.587,818 tonnes (Imports) and 1,197,113 
tonnes (Export), 

The total volume of coastal trade for the year 1963-64 was 
1,172,409 tonnes as against 1,087,383 in the previous year. 
Foreign trade rose from 2,697,548 tonnes in 1962-63 to 
2,993,353 tonnes In 1963-64. The export of ores was 
1,213,763 as against 844,163 tonnes in 1962-63 due to 
increase in the export of Iron and Manganese ore. The 
tonnage of coal imported during the year was 457,871 tonnes 
as against 531,056 tonnes during the previous year. 

845,238 tonnes of Iron ore were handled mechanically as 
against 651,760 tonnes in the previous year an increase of 
29.7%. 

3. Shipping 

The numbet ot ships, excluding sailing vessels, that entered 
the port during the year was 1289 as against 1258 in the 
previous year. The net tonnage was 5.246,798 as against 
4,93 0.042 during the previous year. Four jailing vessels 
with a net tonnage of 564 arrived during the year as against 
the same number with a net tonnage of 372 in the previous 
year. 

During the year under review, 61,211 passengers used the 
port as against 63,469 passengers in the previous year. 

4. Labour 

The labour situation during the year was satisfactory. 
Labour Welfare measures continued to receive special atten- 
tion. 

5. Work, i 

(i) Side walls for die new Wet Dock of six berths, south 
of the main harbour basin were completed. At the end of 
the year, berths 1 and 2 were in Commission, the first berth 
having been opened to traffic on 2nd February 1964 and 
dredging in the other berths remained to be done. The 
entire work of deepening the Wet Dock is expected to be 
completed by Tune 1965. 

(ii) During the year the reconstruction of South Quay-1 
was m progress. The work will be completed during 1964- 
65. 

(iii) The work of construction of a double-storeyed 
transit Shed, at an estimated cost of Rs. 16.50 lakhs, was 
undertaken during the year. It will be completed during 
1964-1-'. 

(tv) Work on the remodelling of the Boat Basin was in 
progress. 

(v) Work on the reclamation of the Royapuram Bay was 
started on 1st July 1962. Portions of the Eastern Sea wall 
and Southern approach were damaged by the Cyclone during 
November, 1963. The damage was rectified and the work 
on maw Eastern wall was in progress during the year. The 
entire work is expected to be finished in 1964-65. 

(vj) The work relating to the laying of a separate water 
main from Kilpank to the Port Premises was in progress It 
is expected to be completed by the end of 1964. 

6. Miscellaneous 

The Board introduced the Pension Scheme for its employees 
from 1st April 1963. The Genera] Provident Scheme was 
also introduced in respect of employees entertain on or after 
1st April 1963. The Board also sanctioned the grant of the 
house rent and compensatory allowances to Its employees 
from 1st January 1964 at the rates applicable to Centra] 
Government Servants as a result of the upgrading of Madras 
as an ‘A’ class city.

Central H'agc Board fur the Coal Mining huhnti Bombay 
Second Interim Report 

This Board by its Interim Report dated 20th December 

1962 unanimously recommended the payment of an interim 
wage increase, over the existing wages, of 37 nP. per day’s 
attendance to the daily rated (time-rated and piece-rated) 
workmen (including miner's sirdars and other working sirdars ) 
and of Rs. 9,75 nP. per month to the monthly paid workmen 
in the collieries and In their ancillary undertakings, depart- 
ments, offices and establishments as set out in sub-para (i) 
(a) to (p) of para 4 of the said Report which took effect 
from 1st March 1963, This recommendation was accepted 
by the Government vide the Ministry of Labour and Employ- 
ment's Resolution No. WB-16(30)/62 dated tho 16th February 

1963 which was published in the Gazette of India Part-I 
section 1 dated 2nd March 1963 P. 134. 

2. During September and October 1964, the Indian 
National Mine Workers’ Federation, the AH India Khan 
Mazdoor Federation, the All India Trade Union Congress, 
the Indian Mine Workers’ Federation and certain other 
unions, affiliated to one or the other of these Federations, 
representing the workmen in the Coal Mining Industry, made 
written submissions to the Board praying for a second Interim 
wage increase. Thereupon, the Board invited tho view* of the 
employers on whose behalf written submissions were made 
by the Joint Working Committeo of the Indian Mining Asso- 
ciation, Indian Mining Federation, Indian Colliery Owners’ 
Association, M.P. and Vidarbha Mining Association and the 
National Coal Development Corporation Ltd., and the Soft 
Coke Producers’ Collieries’ Association. 

3. The Board has considered the submissions of both sides 
and is of the opinion that a second interim wage increase is 
justified on the following two main grounds : — 

(a) There has been an abnormal rise in the prices of 
essential commodities during recent months which 
calls for some immediate relief to the workmen. 

(b) The final report of the Board is likely to take some 
time more in view of an addition to the terms of 
reference of this Board regarding the Coal Mines 
Bonus Scheme vide Government ot India, Ministry 
of Labour and Employment’s Resolution No. WB- 
16(111/64 dated 26th October 1964. 
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4 . The Bo*xd, therelofo also bearing is mind the necessity 
of continued industrial peace unanimously recommends an 
additional interim wage increase, over the existing wages, of 
19 paise per day’s attendance to the daily rated (time- 
rated and piece-rated) workmen (including miners’ sirdars 
and other W'orking sirdars) and of Rs, 4.87 paise per month 
to the monthly paid workmen in the collieries and in their 
ancillary undertakings, departments and establishments as set 
out in the Schedule to the Government Resolution No. WB- 
16(30) /62 dated 16th February 1963 and subject to the 
provisions and conditions mentioned in that Resolution, with 
effect from the 1st January 1965. 

5. The employers' representatives on the Board have stated 
tlv u the industry is not m a position to bear this additional 
wage cost, without a consequential and concurrent upward 
ic vision in the existing selling prices of coal and coke. As 
such, they have contended that unless the prices of coal and 
coke are increased in accordance with the recommendations 
made by the Coal Price Revision Committee in its Report 
dated 5-12-1958 (particularly in para 49 thereof), which was 
accepted by Government on 25-8-1959, the industry cannot 
grant this interim wage increase. The Board’s attention was 
also drawn by the employers’ representatives on the Board 
to the fact that in accordance with this recommendation of 
the Coal Price Revision Committee coal and coke prices have 
been increased from time to time by Government, when for 
similar quantum of increases in the past in the Workers’ 
variable dearness allowance, including the one given in. October 
1964 the prices of coal were enhanced by Rs. 0.50 paise per 
ion with corresponding increases in the prices of hard and 
sott coke The Board, has not yet been able fully to examine 
this matter and, therefore, leaves it to the Government to 
decide the increases in the controllcd/selling prices of coal 
and coke consequent upon the interim wago increase now 
recommended by the Board.

APPENDIX 

Central K 'age Board for Coffee Plantation Industry 
The Board has reached unanimous conclusions about the 
wages of the field workers and the maistries in the coffee 
plantation industry. The Board has also taken unanimous 
decisions about other incidental matters and the drafting of 
the report of the Board has also been taken on hand. But 
the Board is not in a position to finalise and submit its report 
to Government as it has still to finalise the new wage structure 
for the staff employed in the coffee plantation industry. At 
ihe same time the Board feels that the workers whose wage 
rates have already been decided should get the benefit of wage 
increase without any delay. This has also become necessary 
in view of the fact that the workers employed in tea. plantation 
industry in the South have been granted an interim wage 
increase from 1st of May 1964 but no such increase was 
granted in respect of the coffee plantation workers as at that 
time this Board was of the view that it should decide upon 
the final wage structure. But due to unavoidable circums- 
tances the Board could not complete its deliberations earlier 
and would require some more time before a report can be 
•submitted to Government. The Board has therefore decided 
to recommend to Government for the implementation of 
increased rates of wages in the coffee plantation industry in 
so far as the field workers and maistries are concerned, 
Accordingly, the Board recommends that : — 

(1) The wages of the field workers in coffee plantations 
from 1-7-64 and 1-1-65 should be as shown below
